On March 23, 1976, with the aid of a grant 
from the Buffalo Savings Bank, the Buffalo 
and Erie Courity Historical Society 
purchased from the estate of the late Roy 
Nagle his entire collection now designated as 
the Buffalo Savings Bank — Roy Nagle 
Collection, a collection which includes over 
25,000 photographs, slides, pamphlets, 
documents, books, and articles. This com- 
bined issue of Niagara Frontier, is dedi- 
cated to that collection. 


Roy Washington Nagle was born on the 
West Side of Buffalo on the 4th of July, 1897, 
one of three sons. He attended Public School 
No. 19 until he was 14 years old. His first job 
was with the Buffalo Courier where he 
moved up steadily from copy boy to reporter, 
from reporter to drama critic, and finally to 
writer for the real estate page. 


At the age of 15 he was assigned to do a 
story on the centennial of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. Finding little information avail- 
- able in newspapers, he researched historical 
sources on his own and from this beginning 
developed an absorbing love of local history, 
gathering together material from many 
sources, ranging from the archives of the old 
County Hall and the contents of attics to 
extensive clippings of current newspapers 
and magazines.

Following service in the army during 
World War I he worked for the Kinsey 
Realty Company until 1929 when he entered 
the growing radio industry as sales manager 
of the Buffalo Broadcasting Company. In 
1930, he was advertising counsellor for 
WBEN Radio. 


In 1955, the Manufacturers and Traders 
Trust Company asked Mr. Nagle to assist in 
the observance of its centennial, and later 
under the sponsorship of the bank he 
became a well-known lecturer until his 
retirement in 1972. 


In 1957, he was the first recipient of the 
Red Jacket Medal given annually by the 
Buffalo and Erie County Historical Society to 
an outstanding local citizen. In the same year 
the New York State Legislature awarded 
him its Gold Medal “for giving the people of 
the State of New York the history of their 
area.” D'Youville College also awarded him 
an honorary degree as Doctor of Humane 
Letters, and the Wolf Clan of the Seneca 
Indians honored him in 1970. 


He died on December 23, 1974, at the age 
of 77. He summed up his own life with these 
words: “I’ve enjoyed telling people the 
things they knew about but they didn’t know 
they knew until I told them.”

Niagara Square, located on the lower West 
Side is the hub of the city. Crowned by the 
McKinley Monument, it is the site of the City 
Hall as well as the State and Federal 
Buildings. In the nineteenth century trees 
shared its beauty with stately residences such 
as the Wilkeson Mansion and the home of 
President Millard Fillmore. 
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Delaware Park has been Buffalo's major area for 
outdoor enjoyment since the 1870's when it was 
designed by Frederick Law Olmstead. 


aN The Refectory provided refreshments for the 42 


visitors at the Front, facing the Niagara River. 
The Parade House dominated the large park area 
on the East Side known as the Parade. 
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The Ellicott Square Building was 
completed in 1896 at a cost of 
approximately $3,500,000. It was the 
largest office building in America, 
designed with Renaissance details by the 
famous architect, D. H. Burnham. It has a 
large central court with a glass roof and is 
paved with elaborately designed mosaics. 


In the late nineteenth century 
Buffalo was one of the most cultured 
cities in the country. The drama was a 
favorite among the arts, and all the 
prominent touring companies 
appeared in our theatres as well as 
numerous minstrel shows, vaudeville 
acts, stock companies, and musicals. 
The great period lasted into the early 
twentieth century until live theatre 
was supplanted by the movie. 
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Burlesque and vaudeville as well as the 


legitimate drama were housed in impressive 
theatres. 
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The Pierce-Arrow was known for many 
years as the finest automobile in America. 
The complete product was built in its one 
great plant at 1695 Elmwood Avenue, 
Buffalo. In 1938, the combination of the 
depression and the company’s inability to 
compete with cheaper, mass-produced rivals 


drove it into bankruptcy. 
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Socializing at the neighborhood store or tavern was 
a popular male pastime. Cards, reading and 
conversation helped pass many a tedious evening. 


Before the automobile, the hills of Western New 
York were not accessible, so that skiing and skating 
took place within the city. Sleigh racing on 
Delaware Ave. and Richmond Ave. was also 
popular. 


Grand Island, Crystal Beach and Erie 
Beach were all popular areas for a summer 
outing that included a pleasant boat ride. 
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Whether boating at the Yacht Club, swimming at residents. The “chute-the-chutes” ride at the Buffalo 
Crystal Beach, or fishing in the Niagara River, the Athletic Field was a popular entertainment. 


water provided much enjoyment for Erie County 
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The first church in Buffalo, the First Presbyterian 
Church, was erected in 1824. Other churches were 
built as new religious and racial groups settled in the 
city, ranging from New England Unitarians to Polish 
and Italian Roman Catholics. Architecturally the 
buildings varied as much as the faiths they housed, 
and almost every historic European style is repre- 
sented. Temple Beth Zion, a reformed Jewish temple, 
was built in 1890 and destroyed by fire in 1961. 


Upper Main St. has gone through less 
spectacular changes in the past 80 years 
than lower Main St. Nevertheless, this 
area also has been transformed. The 
monumental Buffalo Savings Bank now 
stands where once were nondescript 
stores. Across the street the Genesee 
Building has replaced the Genesee Hotel 
which once provided sumptuous 
hospitality. The Arcade with its mini- 
stores was a passageway from Main St. to 
the Chippewa Market. 
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Main St. has always been 
the primary thoroughfare for 
business and communication. 
Since the harbor was the 
nucleus of all early 
commercial activity, the 
stores, exchanges, and hotels 
developed first at the Buffalo 
River and spread northward 
as the city developed. Today, 
most of the banks and 
skyscrapers are concentrated 
below Chippewa St. 


By carriage, by horsecar, by 
trolley, by bus, by automobile, 
people have been transported 
from their homes to their 
offices on Main St. 
Restaurants serve food. Shops 
and department stores 
provide most of the other 
necessities of life. 


In the early twentieth 
century movies and theatres 
added to the brilliant 
illumination at night. Even 
parades must march up its 
broad expanse to draw crowds 
of onlookers. 
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For many years the need for a bridge between 


the United States and Canada at Buffalo was 
obvious. With the swift current of the Niagara 
River all crossings by boat were hazardous, time- 
consuming and costly. Not until the twentieth 
century, however, was an automobile and 
passenger bridge built. The Peace Bridge was 
dedicated on August 7, 1927. 
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In all seasons Niagara Falls is 
one of the greatest spectacles 
nature has provided. Neverthe- 
less, it is perhaps at its most 
awesone when winter turns its 
spray into delicate crystal 
sheaths for the surrounding 
bushes and trees and piles up 
huge mounds of ice over the 
river below. 
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There was a close relationship among the 
railroads, the Erie Canal, and lake shipping. The 
lake ship, the canal boat, and the freight car each 
had its turn in dominating transportation. Early in 
the twentieth century the railroads dominated. 
Today, they compete with the truck and airplane. 
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In the eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries all passengers and cargos on the 
Great Lakes were carried in sailboats. 
With the advent of steam power, 
however, sails soon became obsolete since 
they depended on the wind for direction 
and speed. For economy in the late 
nineteenth century many grain boats used 
a combination of sails and steam.

The sturdy, powerful tugboat is 
the work horse of the Buffalo 
harbor. It tows the large boats 
around the curves they cannot 
maneuver by themselves, helps 
them dock, and pushes canal boats 
through the canal. It also comes to 
the rescue in such emergencies as a 
wreck or fire. 
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In the second and third quarters 
of the nineteenth century Buffalo 
owed its development largely to the 
Erie Canal which was completed in 
1825. It became the great transfer 
center between the East and West. 
The Canal brought immigrants and 
general cargos west from the 
Atlantic Coast and took grain and 
lumber east from the Great Lakes 
region. 
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The modern grain elevator was invented in 
Buffalo in 1843 by Joseph Dart. As the grain trade 
developed, the elevators along the Buffalo River 
grew in numbers, efficiency, and size until there 
were a series of mammoth fireproof concrete 
storage bins. Grain could be easily emptied into the 
hold of a lake steamer, canal boat, or freight car. 


A metropolitan center like Buffalo 
requires continuous supplies of food. 
Most of this in the nineteenth century 
was sold through stores, but markets 
such as the Chippewa and Elk Street 
markets served a large number of 
customers at reasonable prices. During 
the season produce was brought to 
these markets from nearby farms.

In early Buffalo, each householder was 
required to keep two buckets to aid in fire 
fighting. Later, volunteer fire companies 
were formed, and engines were used to 
pump water from the city’s four 
reservoirs. In 1850, fire hydrants were 
placed throughout the city; in 1861, the 
first steam engines were introduced; and 
in 1880, a paid department replaced the 
volunteer companies.

Today, with its 
magnificent elms decimated by disease 
and commerce spreading northward from 
Niagara Square, it has passed the peak of 
its beauty. Most of its mansions have 
either been torn down, replaced by 
highrise apartments or converted into 
institutions.

The horse car era in Buffalo began in 
1860 when four cars were placed into 
service on Main Street from the 
Buffalo River to Genesee Street. 
Gradually the tracks were extended to 
cover the main arteries of the city. 
Thirty years later electric cars replaced 
horse cars and provided more efficient 
service. The electric trolley network 
connected Buffalo with its suburbs and 
most of Western New York. After 
1923 busses replaced trolleys. 


The bicycle reached the height of its popularity 
during the late nineteenth century. It was at that 
time both a cheap, quick means of travel and a 
pleasant, healthful sport. Marathon races and 
sprints were enthusiastically followed by 
thousands of spectators. In 1899, oma special track, 
one famous professional rode a mile in less than 
one minute. 
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Anonymous photographers of 
bygone days captured the everyday life 
of Erie County residents: at work, at 
school, and at play.
